From New York City (New Jersey Turnpike) 
New Jersey Turnpike Exit 14-Newark In- 
ternational Airport, follow signs for Route 22 
until you see signs for Route 21. Take Route 21 
exit and proceed over bridge. Make left turn at 
BP Gas Station two blocks past bridge. Go one 
block and make righthand turn onto Broad 
Street. Symphony Hall is 1⁄4 mile on the right. 


From Northern New Jersey (Garden State 
Parkway) 

Take Garden State Parkway south to Exit 
145-Route 280. Take Route 280 east to Newark 
exit. At end of ramp make righthand turn and 
go to second traffic light. Make ieft turn at light 
onto Central Avenue and go 1 mile to Broad 
Street. Make right turn onto Broad Street. Sym- 
phony Hall is 14% miles on the left. 


From Southern Jersey (Garden State 
Parkway) 

Take Garden State Parkway north to Route 
22. Route 22 to Route 21. Take Route 21 exit 
and proceed over bridge. Make left turn at BP 
Gas Station two blocks past bridge. Go one 
block and make righthand turn onto Broad 
Street. Symphony Hall is 1⁄2 mile on the right. 
From Southwest and Trenton (New Jersey 
Turnpike) 


Take New Jersey Turnpike Exit 14-Newark 
International Airport, follow signs for Route 22 


until you see signs for Route 21. Take Route 21 
exit and proceed over bridge. Make left turn at 
BP Gas Station two blocks past bridge. Go one 
block and make righthand turn onto Broad 
Street. Symphony Hall is 1⁄2 mile on the right. 


From Northwest (Route 80 and Route 280) 
Take Route 80 to Route 280 east. Take 
Newark exit. At end of ramp make righthand 
turn and go to second traffic light. Make left 
turn at light onto Central Avenue and go 1 mile 
to Broad Street. Make right onto Broad Street. 
Symphony Hall is 11 miles on the left.
